Get medical attention if symptoms of hypothermia occur 


The milder climate of Ala- 
bama in winter may mask the 
need to be aware of hypother- 
mia, a medical emergency 
that can lead to death. 

Hypothermia occurs when 
the body’s core temperature 
falls below 95 degrees F, just 
a few degrees less than the 
normal body temperature. 
When exposed to cold, hu- 
man bodies begin to lose heat 
faster than it can be produced. 

Provisional data for 2022 
from the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health 
(ADPH) Center for Health 
Statistics show there were 
18 deaths of Alabama resi- 
dents from hypothermia in 
2022, an increase in number 
from the 10 deaths in 2021. 
To prevent hypothermia, stay 


cold weather. 

Everyone should remem- 
ber to lower the risks of cold- 
weather health problems by 
dressing in multiple layers to 
help retain body heat, limit 
time outdoors, and remove 
wet clothing immediately. 

ADPH cautions that hypo- 
thermia makes people unable 
to think clearly or move well. 
This makes hypothermia es- 
pecially dangerous, because a 
person may not know when it 
is occurring and then will not 
be able to do anything about 
it. : 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention (CDC), victims of 
hypothermia are often: 

+ Older adults with inad- 
equate food, clothing or heat-

As the body ages, the abil- 
ity to maintain a constant in- 
ternal temperature decreases. 
Hypothermia risk is even 
greater when an older per- 
son has a chronic condition 
that affects the circulatory 
or neurologic systems, or the 
thyroid. When the core tem- 
perature falls, bodily func- 
tions shut down, 


Knowing what to do in’ 


cold weather can help pre- 
vent hypothermia. To provide 
protection, living quarters for 
older adults should be heated 
to at least 65 degrees F, they 
should wear suitable cloth- 
ing, have plenty of warm 
blankets available, and eat 
nutritionally balanced food. 
In addition to advanced age, 
common risk factors for 
hypothermia are substance 
abuse and mental impair- 
ment. 
Certain commonly used 
drugs such as tranquilizers 
may contribute to the onset 
of hypothermia. Further- 
more, many deaths from hy- 
pothermia are complicated 
by alcohol consumption, 
which can lead to dehydra- 
tion and impaired judgment. 
The CDC lists the follow- 
ing signs and symptoms of 
hypothermia: 
Adults: 


“Shivering _ 

+ Exhaustion or feeling 
very tired 

- Confusion 

- Fumbling hands 
_ * Memory loss 

- Slurred speech 

- Drowsiness 
Babies: 

- Bright red, cold skin 


- Very low energy 

Immediate medical atten- 
tion is needed if a person’s 
temperature falls below 95 
degrees F, the CDC advises. 
If unable to get medical help 
right away, try to warm the 
person up. 

+ Get the person into a 
warm room or shelter. 

Remove any wet clothing 
the person is wearing. 

- Warm the center of the 
person’s body—chest, neck, 
head, and groin—using an 
electric blanket, if available. 
You can also use skin-to-skin 
contact under loose, dry lay- 
ers of blankets, clothing, tow- 
els, or sheets. 

+ Warm drinks can help in- 
crease body temperature, but 
do not give alcoholic drinks. 
Do not try to give beverages 
to an unconscious person. 

- After body temperature 
has increased, keep the per- 
son dry and wrap their body, 
including their head and 
neck, in a warm blanket. 

+ Get the person proper 
medical attention as soon as 
possible. 

A person with severe hypo- 
thermia may be unconscious 
and may not seem to have a 
pulse or to be breathing. If 
this happens, handle the per- 
son gently, and get emergen- 
cy assistance immediately. 

Perform CPR, even if the 
person appears dead. CPR 
should continue until the 
person responds or medical 
aid becomes available. Keep 
warming the person while 
performing CPR. In some 
cases, hypothermia victims 
who appear to have died can 
be successfully resuscitated.

Making the holiday season dementia-friendly: the Do’s and Dont’s 


With the holiday sea- 
son in full swing, the 
Alzheimer’s Foundation of 
America (AFA) is offering 
tips to help the millions 
of Americans caring for a 
loved one with dementia 
celebrate the holidays with 
their loved one in a demen- 
tia-friendly manner. 
“People with demen- 

“tia can still, and should be 
encouraged to, enjoy and 
participate in the spirit of 
the holiday season, Because 
of the way dementia-related 
illnesses impact the brain, 
they may not be able to 
do it exactly as they did 
prior to the onset of demen- 
tiay’ said Jennifer Reeder, 
LCSW, AFA’s Director of 
Educational and Social 
Services. “By being adapt- 
able and sensitive to the 
person’s needs and wishes, 
caregivers can help create 
a joyous, dementia-friend- 
ly holiday season for their 
loved one with dementia.” 

AFA offers these dos and 
don’ts for creating a demen- 
tia-friendly holiday season: 

Do: Keep decorations 
simple. Decorating is part 
of the holiday season fun, 
however, too much stimu- 
lation may be challenging 
for someone with dementia. 
Keep decorations festive, 
but simple. Instead of elab- 
orate decorations, choose a 
few favorite items. Phase in 
decorations over a period of 
days so that changes to the 
person’s environment are 
less confusing. 

Overdecorate 
or use dangerous decora- 
tions. Too many. flickering 
lights or noisy items 
could overwhelm someone 
living with dementia. 
Changes to the person’s 
environment might cause 
disorientation, which may 
then lead to wandering. 
Be aware of safety issues: 
fragile decorations can 
shatter into sharp fragments 
and decorations that look 
like food or candy could be 
mistaken for edible treats, 
creating a choking or dental 
hazard. 

Do: Adapt past favorite 
traditions or create new and 
viable ones. Build on old 
traditions when appropriate, 
such as enjoying favorite 
music or movies, or looking 
at pictures of past holiday 
celebrations. Adapt past tra- 
ditions as well; if the per- 
son always sent out holi- 
day cards or baked holiday 
cookies and still wants to 
do so, do it together with 
them. If they can no longer 
shop for gifts for their loved 
ones, invite them to help 
with wrapping the gifts so 
that they feel involved. Start 
new traditions that center 
on activities and events the 
person enjoys and can do, 
such as touring neighbor- 
hood holiday lights; plan 


possible, ask what tradi- 
tions are important to your 
loved one—it keeps them 
engaged, and helps you pri- 
oritize and plan appropri- 
ately. 

Don’t: Dwell on past 
practices. Take a strengths- 
based and person-centered 
approach and incorporate 
what the person can do and 
what they choose to do now, 
rather than dwelling on 
what they used to do. Focus 
on those things that bring 
joy and let go of activities 
that seem too stressful. It is 
normal to feel some sadness 
about changes and losses, 
especially during a holiday. 
Acknowledge these feelings 
and then move on to new 
ways to celebrate. 

Do: Create a safe and calm 
space. Create a space where 
your loved one.can sit com- 
fortably during a holiday 
gathering, and where guests 
can visit in small groups 
or one-to-one. To the great- 
est extent possible, maintain 
the person’s normal routine 
when scheduling visits or 
holiday gatherings; disrup- 
tions in routine can be diffi- 
cult for someone living with 
dementia. 

Don’t: Neglect safety. Be 
very mindful of potential 
tripping hazards on the 
floor, such as wires for 
decorations, as dementia 
can cause changes in vision, 
depth perception, and gait. 


Securely hook Christmas 


trees to the wall to avoid 
falls and use menorahs or 
kinaras with electric candles 
to reduce fire hazards. 

Alzheimer’s disease, 
which is the most com- 
mon form of dementia, 
affects more than 6.2 mil- 
lion Americans. The num- 
ber of people in the US 
with Alzheimer’s disease 
is expected to more than 
double by 2060, according 
to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC).

A 
representative in the Alabama legislature last week filed 
a bill that would allow high school athletes in the state to 
make money off their name and image. The bill is limited 
to the athlete and would not allow the use of such items 
as school logos, school names, school mascot or logo of 
an athletic association. It is reported that 30 states already 
have an NIL rule in place, and the state legislator that filed 
the bill stated that since most high school athletes would 
never make it to the professional level, it would give high 
school athletes a chance to get compensated for their skills 
and talents.
